The  Directors  of  the  G-irard  College  for  Orphans  respectfully 
present  to  the  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  the 

FOURTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

of  that  Institution. 

The  protecting  care  of  Divine  Providence  has  been  again  signally 
manifested  in  the  good  health,  peace,  and  contentment  of  its 
inmates.  No  death  has  taken  place  among  the  officers  or  children 
of  this  large  family  within  the  past  year,  nor  has  any  protracted  or 
unusual  sickness  prevailed. 

The  number  of  orphans  in  the  College  at  the  date  of  the  last 
Report  was  three  hundred  and  sixty-four.  Ninety-two  have  since 
been  admitted;  twenty-five  have  been  bound  out;  the  indentures  of 
eight  have  been  canceled  by  request  of  their  friends,  and  twenty- 
three  have  been  dismissed.  The  number  in  the  Institution  at  the 
present  time  is  four  hundred. 

A  catalogue  is  appended  showing  the  names  of  all  the  pupils,  the 
times  of  their  birth,  the  dates  of  their  admission  to  the  College,  and 
the  numbers  which  denote  their  relative  conduct  and  scholarship 
•during  the  past  year. 

The  number  of  dismissed  pupils  is  larger  than  usual,  and  is  par- 
tially due  to  the  disturbed  state  of  the  public  mind  during  the  past 
few  months;  for  experience  has  shown  that  all  popular  commotions 
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outside,  like  remote  waves,  are  felt  within  the  walls  in  the  greater 
restlessness  and  unquiet  spirit  of  the  boys.  No  means  of  discipline 
within  the  power  of  the  College  are  more  efficient  than  the  author- 
ity delegated  by  the  Founder,  in  his  will,  of  dismissing  orphans 
who  have  become  unfit  companions  for  the  rest  of  the  pupils.  After 
mild  means  of  reformation  have  failed,  the  Board  see  no  reason  why 
the  Institution  should  continue  in  a  state  of  warfare  with  any  lad, 
so  long  as  the  applications  for  admission  are  largely  in  excess  of 
their  ability  to  receive,  and  there  is  without,  in  waiting,  some  other 
child  who  will  appreciate  the  advantages  of  the  College,  and  yield 
prompt  and  willing  obedience  to  its  authority.  In  proportion  as 
the  pupils  and  their  friends  are  made  aware  of  the  determination  of 
the  Directors  to  rigidly  employ  this  power,  will  the  necessity  for  its 
enforcement  diminish. 

The  Institution  has  not  unfrequently  suffered  from  the  introduc- 
tion of  children,  who,  although  represented  by  their  friends  to  be 
mentally  and  physically  sound,  have  been  found  to  be  totally 
unqualified  for  the  education,  training,  and  purposes  of  the  College. 
Notwithstanding  the  utmost  care  at  the  time  of  the  examination, 
the  young  age  of  the  orphan  and  the  cursory  investigation  which 
can  then  only  be  made,  have  resulted  in  frequent  imposition  upon 
the  Institution.  A  recent  change  in  the  form  of  the  indenture,  by 
which  the  next  friend  agrees  to  receive  back  the  child,  if  found  to 
be  mentally  or  physically  disqualified,  will,  it  is  to  be  hoped,  here- 
after remedy  this  important  difficulty. 

At  an  early  period,  after  the  commencement  of  the  wicked 
and  afflicting  war,  which  has  been  forced  upon  the  Nation,  the 
Board  were  informed  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Coun- 
cils, who  have  charge  of  the  estates  of  Mr.  Girard,  that  it  had 
become  manifest  a  material  diminution  would  take  place  in  the 
estimated  income  upon  which  the  appropriations  for  1S61  had 
been  based,  and  in  order  to  meet  this  unforeseen  and  altered 
condition  of  affairs,  it  was  recommended  that  every  reduction  of 
expenditure,  not  inconsistent  with  the  absolute  necessities  of  the 
Institution,  should  be  made.  The  Directors  appreciating  the  justice 
of  this  request,  as  well  as  the  kind  and  liberal  spirit  with  which 
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Councils  have  always  met  the  requirements  of  the  College,  promptly 
took  measures  to  carry  out  the  spirit  of  the  suggestion.  The 
vacancies  that  occurred  by  binding  out  or  dismissing  pupils, 
were  temporarily  not  filled,  and  by  this  and  other  means,  they  have 
been  enabled  to  return,  unexpended  at  the  expiration  of  the  year,  eleven 
thousand  three  hundred  and  eighty-two  dollars  and  fifty-one  cents, 
or  a  little  over  twelve  per  cent,  of  the  whole  appropriation.  These 
vacancies  in  the  number  of  pupils  have  now  again  been  filled,  and 
the  Institution  has,  at  present,  as  large  a  family  of  orphans  within 
its  walls  as  at  any  previous  period. 

To  bring  the  expenditures  still  farther  within  the  necessities  of 
the  times,  the  Board,  at  the  termination  of  the  year,  reduced  the 
salaries  of  all  the  officers  and  some  of  the  employes,  and  abolished 
some  offices  which,  while  advantageous,  were  not  indispensable  for 
the  purposes  of  the  College,  and  whose  duties  could,  at  least,  be 
temporarily  annexed  to  others.  These  changes,  and  certain  altera- 
tions in  the  domestic  economy  of  the  establishment,  have  enabled 
them  to  diminish  the  sum  asked  for  the  support  of  the  Institution 
during  1862,  to  nearly  eighteen  per  cent,  less  than  that  of  1861. 
Should  any  unforeseen  cause,  arising  from  the  enhanced  prices  of 
food  or  clothing  during  the  year  render  this  close  estimate  insuffi- 
cient, they  confidently  rely  upon  the  friendly  disposition  of  Coun- 
cils, under  these  circumstances,  to  provide  an  additional  appropria- 
tion when  it  shall  become  necessary. 

These  reductions  have  been  cheerfully  acquiesced  in  by  the 
officers,  who  thus  testify  a  willingness  to  assume  their  share  in 
the  great  disturbance  of  all  public  and  private  interests  which  has 
overtaken  the  land. 

Among  the  other  changes  referred  to,  the  most  important  have 
been  the  enlargement  of  the  sections,  so  as  to  enable  the  College  to 
dispense  with  the  services  of  one  Prefect,  and  one  Governess,  and  the 
closing  of  the  refectory  in  building  No.  2,  and  the  transfer  of  its 
boys  to  No.  3,  so  as  to  concentrate  in  that  building  all  the  tables 
of  the  pupils,  and  the  labor  connected  with  the  preparation  of  the 
food.  To  accomplish  thi3,  new  dining  rooms  for  one  hundred  and 
twenty  of  the  smaller  boys,  comprising  the  sections  of  the  Govern- 
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esses,  have  been  fitted  up  arid  furnished  in  No.  3.  A  section  room, 
lavatory,  four  dormitories,  and  a  chamber  for  a  Governess  have  been 
also  fitted  up,  and  furnished  in  No.  4. 

Some  improvements  conducive  to  the  comfort  and  health  of  the 
orphans  have  also  been  made  on  the  play-ground ;  a  portion  of  the 
school  furniture  has  been  renovated,  and  the  interior  of  the  dwell- 
ings, known  as  No.  3  and  No.  4,  has  been  painted. 

In  the  corps  of  officers  the  following  changes  have  taken  place 
during  the  past  year.  Mrs.  Susan  Wrigley,  who  had  been  con- 
nected with  the  Institution  since  its  organization,  resigned  her 
situation  as  Governess.  Dr.  Joseph  E.  Parker  retired  from  the 
office  of  Dentist,  and  Dr.  James  M.  Harris  was  appointed  in  his 
stead.  The  Assistant  Matron  and  Teacher  of  English  studies  have 
retired.  In  the  place  of  Mr.  Thomas  Perrins,  who  filled  the  office 
of  Prefect,  Mr.  Wm.  E.  Gogan  was  appointed,  and  has  taken 
charge  of  the  manual  labor  department ;  an  additional  Teacher  for 
the  First  Form  was  added,  and  Miss  Kate  Middleton  was  appointed 
to  the  place ;  and  the  time  of  the  Teacher  of  Modern  Languages 
has  been  reduced  from  six  to  two  hours  a  day. 

With  these  exceptions  the  officers  of  the  Schools  and  Household 
remain  as  at  the  last  Report,  and  have  continued  to  discharge 
their  duties  with  usefulness  to  the  Institution  and  satisfaction  to 
the  Board. 

The  Directors,  in  the  last  Annual  Report,  referred  to  the  import- 
ance of  providing  within  the  walls  some  mechanical  employment  for 
the  older  and  larger  pupils  before  they  leave  the  Institution.  No 
one  familiar  with  the  working  of  the  College  could  have  failed  to 
see  that  by  teaching  the  intellect  alone,  without  at  the  same  time 
educating  the  hands  of  those,  who,  by  the  scheme  of  the  will,  have 
afterwards  to  be  taught  some  manual  occupation,  the  Institution 
was,  to  a  certain  degree,  unfitting  its  children  for  the  life  they  were 
destined  to  lead,  and  that  if  this  system  did  not  inculcate  a  want  of 
respect  for  labor,  it  at  least,  did  not  adequately  prepare  the  pupil 
for  his  future  career.  The  importance,  therefore,  of  giving  a  more 
practical  character  to  the  teachings  of  the  College  was  manifest. 
The  recipient  of  this  double  tuition  would  be  more  desirable-  as  an 
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apprentice,  would  be  accustomed  to  habits  of  industry,  would  render 
himself  more  worthy  of  his  mission,  and  would  become  an  example 
of  that  great  necessity,  which  requires  that  labor,  to  be  honored, 
must  be  dignified  by  the  advantages  which  education  gives  it. 

The  subject  was  attended  by  some  practical  difficulties,  but  the 
Board  have  now  organized  a  department  of  manual  labor,  under 
which  about  twenty  pupils  are  employed  a  part  of  each  clay  in 
mechanical  and  horticultural  industry.  The  experiment  thus  far 
has  been  sufficiently  successful  to  give  promise  of  much  future  good, 
and  to  urge  the  Directors  to  extend  the  plan  until  it  becomes  an 
integral  part  of  the  system  of  the  College.  Councils  having  made 
a  small  appropriation  to  provide  the  necessary  tools,  and  thus 
approved  of  the  principle,  it  will  be  the  effort  of  the  Board  to 
engraft  some  new  branches  of  industry  upon  the  present  project,  in 
the  confident  hope  that  before  long  all  this  education  will  become 
self-sustaining. 

The  usual  distribution  of  Premiums  was  made  on  the  thirty-first 
day  of  December,  in  the  presence  of  members  of  Councils,  the 
Directors  of  the  College,  and  friends  of  the  scholars.  Pupils,  whose 
conduct  marks  were  eight  or  more,  received  premiums  for  good 
conduct;  and  those  having  a  school  mark  of  seven  and  eight-tenths 
or  more,  received  premiums  for  good  scholarship.  Premiums  for 
improvement  were  awarded  to  all,  whose  grade  in  conduct  or  scholar- 
ship was  five-tenths  higher  than  the  previous  year,  provided  that 
the  grade  was  seven  or  more. 

Fifty-one  pupils  received  premiums  for  both  conduct  and  scholar- 
ship; twenty-seven  for  conduct  and  improvement  in  scholarship; 
two  for  scholarship  and  improvement  in  conduct;  twenty-seven  for 
improvement;  ninety-one  for  conduct  alone,  and  twenty-four  for 
scholarship  alone.  The  whole  number  of  premiums  awarded  was  two 
hundred  and  twenty-two.  One  hundred  and  twenty-five  pupils 
received  no  awards. 

The  number  failing  to  receive  premiums  is  larger  than  last  year, 
but  the  increase  is  principally  due  to  raising  the  standard  of  scholar- 
ship and  improvement  much  higher  than  before.     It  is  to  be  hoped 
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that  making  premiums  more  difficult  to  attain,  will  cause  them  to 
be  more  earnestly  sought  for. 

At  the  date  of  the  last  catalogue,  the  number  of  pupils  who  were 
then  receiving  instruction,  as  apprentices,  was  one  hundred  and 
fifty-six.  Since  that  time  twenty-five  have  been  bound  out,  and 
forty-three  have  completed  the  term  of  their  apprenticeship.  The 
number  at  present  upon  the  roll  of  apprentices  is  one  hundred  and 
and  thirty-eight. 

The  usual  practice  of  publishing  specimens  of  the  gratifying  let- 
ters received  in  answer  to  the  annual  inquiries  made  by  the  Institu- 
tion, is  continued.  A  list  of  apprentices,  with  the  dates  of  their 
birth,  and  the  names,  occupations,  and  places  of  residences  of  the 
masters,  will  be  found  appended  to  the  Report.  A  list  is  also  given 
of  those  who  have  terminated  their  apprenticeship. 

Among  the  graduates  of  the  College  are  some  who  have  taken  a 
position  in  the  community  as  men  of  high  moral  worth  and  Christian 
principle.  These  young  men  feel  a  deep  interest  in  the  Institu- 
tion, and  several  of  them  have  been  invited,  under  the  autho- 
rity of  the  Board,  to  give  instruction  to  the  higher  classes  on  Sun- 
day evenings.  The  instruction  is  confined  to  moral  and  Biblical 
subjects,  excluding  all  sectarian  questions  and  controversies.  The 
fact,  that  these  young  men  were  educated  at  the  College,  will,  as 
the  Directors  believe,  enable  them  to  exert  a  favorable  influence 
over  the  minds  of  the  pupils,  and  give  an  interest  and  success  to 
their  teachings  which  might  not  easily  be  obtained  from  others. 

It  is  almost  needless  to  say  that  the  political  troubles  which  have 
signalized  the  past  year,  have  had  an  effect  both  upon  the  applica- 
tions to  the  Institution  for  apprentices,  and  upon  the  relations  of 
those  who  had  been  previously  indentured.  The  great  disturbance 
of  most  industrial  pursuits,  and  the  urgent  need  which  the  govern, 
ment  had  for  soldiers,  has  induced  many  masters  to  permit  their 
apprentices  to  enter  the  military  service  of  the  Republic,  and  in 
Borne  instances,  the  Directors  regret  to  say,  the  apprentice  baa 
done  so  without  the  consent  or  approbation  of  the  master. 

Apart  from  this  cause  of  censure,  it  has  been  a  source  of  jusft 
pride  to  the  Institution,  to  know  that  the  earnest  injunction  of  the 
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Founder  of  the  College,  "  That  by  every  proper  means  a  fond 
attachment  to  our  Republican  Institutions,  as  guarantied  by  our 
happy  constitutions,  shall  be  formed  and  fostered  in  the  minds  of 
the  scholars,"  has  been  faithfully  realized.  The  patriotic  senti- 
ments which  the  pupils  have  listened  to  and  uttered  themselves  on 
every  recurrence  of  a  national  holiday,  and  which  have  been  incul- 
cated daily  in  the  class-rooms,  have  made  impressions  on  the  minds 
of  the  orphans  which  never  can  be  effaced.  The  effect  of  this 
patriotic  teaching  has  been  seen  in  the  alacrity  with  which  the 
graduates  of  the  College  have  risked  their  lives  in  the  defence  of 
the  Constitution  and  the  Union.  Foremost  among  those  who 
responded  to  the  first  call  of  the  President  of  the  United  States  for 
volunteers,  were  large  numbers  of  young  men  who  had  been  edu- 
cated in  Girard  College;  and  although  we  have  no  means  of  ascer- 
taining at  this  moment,  with  exactitude,  the  names  of  those  who 
have  enlisted  for  the  war,  it  is  believed  that  one-half  of  all  who 
have  been  in  the  Institution  as  pupils,  may  be  found  on  the  rolls  of 
the  army,  arrayed  against  this  causeless  and  unjust  rebellion. 

In  this  connection,  it  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  allude  to  the 
organization  of  military  companies  among  the  pupils  for  instruction 
in  drill  and  tactics.  Four  companies  of  sixty  members  each  have  been 
formed,  and  three  of  these  have  been  drilled  almost  daily,  when  the 
weather  permitted,  by  competent  instructors  in  the  school  of  the 
soldier,  the  company,  and  the  battalion.  Considering  the  physical 
advantages  of  military  training  which  are  seen  in  the  postures,  gait, 
activity,  and  general  health  of  the  pupils;  and  the  moral  benefits 
resulting  from  strict  discipline,  alertness  of  mind,  and  prompt  obe- 
dience to  the  word  of  command,  these  exercises  have  a  present 
value,  as  well  as  a  prospective  advantage. 

His  Honor,  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  in  his  annual  communication, 
has  brought  to  the  notice  of  Councils,  the  effort  which  the  Board 
has  recently  been  making,  to  extend  as  widely  as  possible,  the 
advantages  of  the  Institution,  by  confining  the  benefits  of  admis- 
sion to  one  child  of  a  family,  and  has  expressed  his  disapprobation 
of  the  act,  and  his  belief  that  such  action  was  in  violation  of  the  will. 
It  is  presumed  that  the  disapproval  of  the  Mayor  has  been  caused 
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alone  by  his  doubt  as  to  the  right  of  the  Board  to  make  this  dis- 
crimination. If  the  legal  power  exists,  it  is  probable  that  no 
material  difference  of  opinion  will  be  found  in  the  community  as 
to  the  justice,  policy,  and  charity  of  a  construction,  which  results 
in  giving  to  the  greatest  number  of  families  and  poor  people,  a 
share  in  the  education  and  practical  benefits  of  the  Institution,  in 
place  of  centralizing  and  confining  them  to  a  comparative  few. 

It  is  due  to  the  Board  to  inform  Councils  that  before  taking;  action 
in  the  matter,  they  referred  the  question  to  the  law  officer  of  the 
City,  who,  in  his  reply,  says  :  "lam  of  opinion  the  Managers  have 
this  discretion,  and  that  mere  priority  of  application  is  not  an  inflexi- 
ble rule,  but  is  to  be  modified  by  the  clause  '  all  other  things  concur- 
ring/ which  I  can  understand  in  no  other  sense,  except  as  investing 
the  Board  with  the  exercise  of  a  sound  discretion  as  to  the  shades 
of  difference  in  the  comparative  merits  of  the  applicants." 

The  will  of  Mr.  Girard,  it  will  be  remembered,  does  not  give 
absolute  right  of  admission  to  mere  priority  of  application ; — this 
right  is  given  subject  to  the  qualification  of  "all  other  things  con- 
curring.'" The  Board  do  not  think  that  all  things  concur  between  the 
applications  of  two  poor  women,  in  other  respects  equally  merito- 
rious, the  first  of  whom  has  already  one  or  more  children  in  the 
Institution,  and  the  second  of  whom  has  none.  When  a  mother  is 
relieved  by  the  College  from  the  care  and  maintenance  of  a  child, 
she  is,  to  that  extent,  less  necessitous  than  another  who  does  not 
possess  that  advantage.  The  right  to  discriminate  between  the 
mental  or  physical  merits  of  applicants,  or  to  determine  whether 
the  ever  varying  facts  of  each  particular  case  constitute  the  neces- 
sary degree  of  poverty  has  never  been  questioned,  and  such  discri- 
mination under  the  authority  of  these  words,  has  been  constantly 
practised  without  complaint.  Even  if  the  express  authority,  which 
is  quoted,  did  not  exist  in  the  will,  the  inherent  nature  of  such  an 
Institution,  and  the  whole  scope  and  intent  of  the  Testament,  must 
vest  somewhere  the  power  to  judge  of  the  merits  of  applicants  for 
admission.  This  power  is  a  judicial  one,  to  be  exercised  under  the 
conscience  of  the  Director,  to  whom  the  duty  is  confided  ;  and  the 
sense  of  justice  which  prompted  the  change,  has  been  fortified  by 
the  opinion  of  the  Solicitor,  and  is  sustained,  it  is  believed,  by  the 
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sentiment  of  the  community.  The  propriety  of  some  restriction  of 
this  kind  will  be  more  readily  admitted,  when  it  is  learned  that  at 
one  time  under  a  different  practice,  two-thirds  of  the  children  in 
the  College  had  one  or  more  brothers,  or  near  relatives,  among  the 
pupils.  While  a  few  have  been  disappointed  in  obtaining  admission 
for  two  or  more  children,  a  still  larger  number  have  been  gladdened 
by  a  share  in  this  charity,  who  otherwise  could  not  have  reached  it. 
Deeply  sensible  of  the  responsibilities  which  the  kindness  of 
Councils  has  imposed  upon  them,  the  Board  cannot  close  this  record 
of  another  year,  without  renewing  the  expression  of  their  earnest 
desire  to  so  administer  this  great  charity,  as  to  best  conduce  to  the 
benevolent  purposes  which  the  Founder  had  in  view,  and  the  repu- 
tation of  the  City  to  which  he  confided  its  trusts.  With  a  single 
eye  to  these  purposes,  they  can  pledge  their  earnest  and  conscientious 
efforts,  in  the  hope  that  their  labors  may  meet  the  approving  care  of 
that  Divine  Being,  who  has  during  the  year  so  graciously  shielded 
the  College  from  death  and  pestilence,  and  averted  from  its  peaceful 
walls  the  grief  and  bloodshed  that  are  prevailing  elsewhere.
